- Senator Hill of New York said that 
there was no reason why, in the ab- 
sence of the rules, the presiding officer 
| should not tell the truth and make the 
journal refuse to tell lies. 

The duty of a Senator was more than 
merely remaining in his seat; it was 


as his duty to take part in the business. 


Senator Dolph moved that the name 
of Senator Allen be entered in connec- 
tion with the roll-call at 6:30 last even- 
ing. He chose this, as Senator Allen’s 
name appeared at that time as having 
taken part in the colloquy. 

Senator Morgan spoke of the “alli- 
ance and coalition’ between certain 
Democratic Senators and certain Re- 
publican Senators as certain to dis- 
rupt the Democratic party, and he 
asked whether his Democratic  col- 
leagues. were willing to strike that 
fatal blow. The coalition was created 
in the defense of national banks, and 
for the ptirpose of destroying silver 
money. Mr. Morgan, in the course of 
his speech, said he to offer 
an amendment. to the bill to strike 
out all after the enacting clause, and 
insert the section repealing the whole, 
and not part, of the Sherman law. ; 

Senator Washburn asked what he 
meant. 

“IT mean the agreement,” said Sen- 
ator Morgan, ‘“‘between the mocrats 
and Republicans who favof the pend- 
Fey bill, that it shall not be amended 

any particular, whatever.”’ 

‘OY desire to state that there is no 
edalition of any description,”’ said Sen- 
| ator Washburn. 

‘Morgan proceeded to argue against 
the position taken by Mr. Hill, which 
brought that Senator to his feet. 

“IT claim first,’’ said the Senator from 
New York, “‘that it is within the power 
of the presiding officer to determine 
the presence of a quorum. My second 
proposition is that there is no rule of 
the Senate which expressly, or even 
j.impliedly, forbids that action.’ 

‘Benator Gray took issue with 
‘Hf. He read a portion of the rules to 
show that the presiding officer could 
not act in accordance with Senator 
Hill's suggestion. 

Messrs. Allen and Kyle took occasion 
to deny they were present when the 
roll in question was called. 

Hill then paid his respects to Mr. 
Morgan, and referring to the remark 
_|.of Morgan complimentary to Allen G. 
Thurman, said that he supposed Mr.

Senator Sherman argued in favor of 
strengthening the gold reserve, and 
said he had seen a letter from the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to the effect 
that there would be a deficiency of at 
least $50,000,000, ‘In this exigency the 
erection of public buildings and public 
improvements should be suspended.

“No,” replied Senator Sherman em- 
phatically, “and no other man who un- 
derstands the subject would do it, in 
my judgment.” 

Senator Morgan said he intended to 
Offer an amendment to that effect soon. 

In conclusion, Senator’ Sherman said: 
“Break down this barrier now main- 
tained by the United States Senate; 
break up this violent and insolent ob- 
struction to th@ the majority; 
give the Senate free’ power and play, 
and in ten days from this time the 
skies will brighten, business will re- 
sume its ordinary course, and. all the 
clouds. that lowered upon our house in 
the deep bosom of the ocean be buried.” 

Senator Voorhees moved that the 
Senate take a recess until 10 o'clock 4o- 
morrow.

The modifica- 
tion was accepted, and the bill was 
passed. 

The House then. “passed the Cox 
Banking Bill. 

The House devoted the remainder of 
the afternoon to the consideration of 
the Printing Bill. Without disposing 
of the bill, the House adjourned.

GRIEFSWALD (Pomerania,) Oct. 17.— 
(By Cable and Associated Press.) A 
startling tragedy has occurred in the 
princely family of Blucher de Wahl- 
stall, descendants of thé famous Mar- 
shal Blucher. The family is wealthy, 
with marriage connections in England 
and the United States. 

Countess Blucher became displeased 
with and dismissed a pretty maid ser- 
vant with whom the Count’s gardener 
was desperately in love. The man 
pleaded with the Count and Countess 
in vain for reinstatement of his in- 
amorata. 

The Count and Countess were look- 
ing out of the window today when the 

rdener jumped from behind a bush 

h a rifle and fired, killing the Count. 
He “then shot the Countess in the neck 
and mitted ‘suicide with the same 
weapon... 
OTHER VERSION. 

BERLIN, Gct. 17.—At a late hour. to- 
right what probably is a correct ver- 
sion of the murder of Count Blucher 
reached this city. It now appears that 
the man who murdered the Count was 
a& gamekeeper named Thiel, who has 
beon rebuked for misconduct by the 
Count. Thiel soon afterward returned 
with a gun, which he aimed at the 
Count. The latter attempted fo seize 
the gamekeeper, and a struggle fol- 
lowed. 

Thiel managed to. shake himself free 
and fired both barrels of the. 
ithe Count’s head, 
from which Count Blucher died, a quar- 
ter of an hour later. The Countece, 
heeriug the shots, hurried to the scene, 
and was fired upon by Thiel, the shot 
entering her, shoulder and arm. The 
Ccuamtess is still alive. Thiel had fre- 
quently been rebuked for diss‘pation. 


ALL FOR RUSSIA. 


Paris Goes Wild Over the Representatives of 
the Czar. 

PARIS, Oct. 17.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.) This was a great day 
at the French capital. It was a gen- 
eral holiday, and from early dawn pec- 
ple began crowding in holiday attire 
on the streets, pouring in from the 
country and from other cities in spe- 
cial trains. The streets were almost 
embowered in decorations in which 
Russian and French colors were com- 
bined. 

The Russian naval officers arrived 
by train from Toulon at 9:30 o'clock, 
and a throng estimated at 100,000 peo- 
ple gathered around the depot, while 
every street leading to the Military 
Club was packed with people. As the 
Russians appeared and 
carriages the great throng set up a 
mighty shout of “Vive la Russie.” 
Admiral Avellan and the officers ac- 
companying him stood up in the car- 
riages and replied with shouts of 
“Vive la France.’ 

Admiral Avellan made a bricf re- 
sponse to address of welcome pre- 
sented to him at the station by the 
president of the council, expressing 
pleasure at being chosen to return the 
visit of Admiral Gervais to St. Peters- 
burg, closing with compliments for 
France. 

The admiral and his offiecrs had no 
sooner entered the Military Club "than 
tremendous roars of cheering, which 
swept over the Place d l’Opera, com- 
pelled them to reappear on the bal- 
cony of the club, where, in reply to 
the greeting of the vast multitudes 
below, the Russian admiral and his 
staff waved their caps in the air and 
cried ‘“‘Vive la France."" This caused a 
climax in the excitement, and if the 
people were wildly enthusiastic before 
these words fell from the Russian ad- 
miral’s lips, they were fairly mad with 
excitement when they heard them. 

The Russians drove to the Palais 
Elysee this afternoon, and on the way 
there the same _ enthusiastic scenes 
were witnessed. Some people were 
hissed before the British Embassy, but 
the demonstration was soon suppressed. 
On arriving at Elysee, the Russian am- 
m'ral and. staff were received with 
military honors, and were presented to 
President Carnot by Baron von Mohren- 
heim, the Russian Ambassador. 

President Carnot received the Rus- 
sians, surrounded by officers of his 
military household, and, after having 
| greeted them, he turned to the Rus- 
sian Ambassador and said: “I thank 
you for presenting to me the officers 
of the Russian squadron. I am happy 
to be able today’ to renew the grect- 
ings in person which were extended to 
them at Toulon in my behalf.” _ 

The -President then turned to the 
Russian visitors and said: ‘‘You have 
already heard, Messieurs, at Toulon the 
expression of the good will of the 
French government, and also that of the 
people of the districts through which 
you have passed, and while within the 
nation .you will ‘everywhere meét with 
the same sincere, cordial welcome. The 
ties of friendship which have been 
drawn closer by the touching dem- 


onstrations of which our fleet was the 
object at Cronstadt, are growing

terchange of our feelings and friendship 
be an inspiration to all who have at 
heart the benefit of peace, confidence 
and security.

I bid you, therefore, wel- 
come.”’ 

Admiral Avellan replied to President 
Carnot, thanking the French President 
for the courtesies extended to himself 
The 
Russians then visited the Ministry of 
the Interior, the Ministry of War, the 
Ministry of Marine and other impor- 
tant buildings of a similar nature, in- 
cluding in their tour the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies. At the Cham- 
ber of Deputies the Russians were wel- 
comed by Vice-President Casimir 
Perier, who, addressing Admiral Avel- 
lan, declared. that the deputies fully 
appreciated the honor paid them by 
the admiral and officers in visiting the 
chamber, and expregsed happiness at 
having been associated with sentiments 
which caused the hearts of Russians 
and French to beat in unison on this 
occasion, never to be forgotten. 

The Vice-President added: ‘‘We ad- 
dress, with the entire nation, our re- 
spectful homage to the Czar and our 
ftympathy to the Russian nation, army 
and navy.” 

The vast concourse of people around 
the public buildings immediately closed 


behind the carriages occupied by the. 


Ruscian officers until the crush was 
£0 great that the vehicles were car- 
ried forward by the throng, amid deaf- 
ening cheering. Men, women and_ chil- 
dren ran beside the carriages, and, 
grasping the hands of Russian offiers, 


who often rece from their seats, waved 
their hats and shouted: “Vive, nos 
bons amis, les Francais.”’ To these 


Russian cheers. the crowd replied by 
the cries: ‘‘Vive nos bons amis, les 
Russes.”’ 

Altogether, the scene was probably 
unprecedented in history, unless an ex- 
ception be made in favor of the ex- 
traordinary scene witnessed at Toulon. 
This evening all prominent buildings of 
ths city are illuminated, while all over 
the city is an extravagant display of 
illuminations. 

The Russian officers tonight were 
tendered a banquet at the Elysee 
Palace. President Carnot 
and toasted the Czar, Czarina, Rus- 
sian navy and the entire Russian na- 
tion. 

Baron Mohrenheim, the Russian 
Ambassador, respond] to President 
Carnot’s toasts, thanking him for the 
cordial welcome. A ball followed the 
banquet. 

President Hubert, of the municipal 
council, has received telegrams of con- 
gratulation from the mayors of St. 
Petersburg, Moscow, Warsaw, - Riga, 
and other cities, thanking him for the 
cordial manner in which the Russian 
sailors were received in Paris. 

THE BLUE RIBBON. 

PARIS, Oct. 17.—President Carnot has 
conferred on Russian Admiral Avellan 
the decoration of Grand Officer of the 
Legion of Honor. The other officers 
have also been decorated. . 


THE HERO OF M OF 2 MAGENT A. 


Ex-Marshal and President resident MacMahon Finally 
Passes Away. 

PARIS. Oct. 17.—Marshal MacMa- 
hon is dead.’ He died at the Chateau 
la Fort on the River Loire. He was 
able to take food till yesterday. Dur- 
ing the night his strengih gradually 
declined until-the end came. Members 


of the family were at the bedside. 


Marie Edme Patrice Maurice Mac- 
Mahon was born at the Chateau of 
Sully, near Antrim. June 13, 1808. He 
was a descendant from an Irish family 
that took refuge in France after the 
fall of the Stuarts. In 1825 he entered 
the military school of St. Cyr. After 
service in Algeria he was at the siege 
of Antwerp. Returning to Africa, he 
gained distinction as a captain at the 
storming of Constantine. He became 
a general in 1852, and in 1855 took com- 
mand of a division in the Crimean war. 
He took part in the storming of Mai- 
akof. and was made a Senator. His 
legislative course was remarkably in- 
dependent. He led the left wing of the 
French army at the battle of Magenta, 
and was created Marshal of France and 
Duke of Magenta on the battle-field. In 
1870 he commanded the first corps, but 
was defeated by the Germans. He re- 
organized his shattered forces at Cha- 
lons. At Sedan he severely 
wounded and taken prisoner. He put 
down the commune in Paris in. 1§71. 
In May, 1873, he became President of 
the French Republic. In November of 
the same vear the National Assembly 
prolonged his term of office to seven 
years; but he resigned on January

SALISBURY'S VIEWS. 


The Attack on the Lords Denounced as 2 
Cowardly Expedient. 

LONDON, Oct. 17.—(By Cable and 
Associated. Press.) Lord Salisbury, 
speaking at Presten tonight, denounced 
the action of the government in driv- 
ing the Home-rule Bill through the 
Commons to the exclusion of graver 
subjects. Lord Salisbury said the at- 
tack on the lords was a cowardly ex- 
pedient to avoid consulting the coun- 
try. He admitted that the lords were 
not perfect, but insisted its existence 
was necessary to guard against. one- 
man power. If, however, the Home- 
rule Bill does not appear at the next 
session of Parliament, it must be re- 
garded at having been abandoned. 

‘In examining this measure,’ he 
said, ‘“‘you will not only consider its 
effects, but its weight and external ef- 
fects. If you look around you will see 
the necessity for maintaining the power 
and prestige of England. If you wil} 
consider what has been passing in 
Asia, and what is now passing in the 
Mediterranean, you must agree that 
this is not the moment when England 
should put off her armor or appear in 
the sight of foreign nations. weaker than 
she has been.”

Been Lost. 


She Runs Aground at Honolula 
Harbor. 


Passengers and Mails are All 
Saved. 


The Captain’s Negiect to Take a Pilot the 
Cause—The Australia Takes the 
News to Prisco—Political 
Affairs.

HONOLULU, Oct. 11.—(Correspond- 
ence of the Associated Press, via San 
Francisco, Oct. 17.) The Canadian-Aus- 
tralian ship Mioweri is a complete 
wreck at the mouth of Honolulu Har- 
bor. 

On the night of October 2 she struck 
heavilf on the reef at the entrance to 
the harbor. Capt. Stoll_had not waited 
for a pilot to board his vessel. Aimost 
as soon as the vessel struck a tug was 
sent to her assistance, but efforts to get 
her off were unavailing. The passen- 
gers were all asleep at the time, but 
there was no panic. Later all were re- 
moved in safety. 

Next day the Miowera swung broad- 
side on the reef, where she will remain 
until removed by wreckers. Admiral 
Skerritt sent the U.S.S. Adams to the 
assistance of the wrecked ship. 

The provisional government paid the ~ 
Oceanic Steamship Company $1500 to 
send the steamer Australia to San 
Francisco ahead of time so that..as- 
sistance could be sent down by the 
Mariposa. It is feared that a south 
wind will blow the wreck into the 
channel, blocking it. 

The Miowera was 3500 tons register, 
and with her fittings represents a value 
of $5090, The insurance is thought 
to be half that amount. The passen- 
pers and mails were forwarded by the 
Australia to San Francisco. The peo- 
ple and government here blame Capt. 
Stott f-r the disaster.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 18.—The 
steamship Australia slipped into port 
at 1 o’clock on Wednesday morning, 
four days ahead of time, with pas- 
sengers and mails of. the wrecked 
steamer Miowera. The Miowera car- 
ried twenty-seven cabin and fifteen 
steerage passengers. She hai a light 
cargo of fruit and meats and 1500 tons 
of coal. The coal was jettisoned, in 
hope of floating the ship.

Saloon Licenses Granted and Trans. 
_ fers Allowed. 


Officer Dugan Fined Twenty-five Dollars— 


The Saloon Rules to Go Into 
Effect November 1—Rou- 
tine Business. 


Police Commissioners Bradish, Bosby- 
shell and Weldon were the only mem- 
bers of the board present at yesterday’s 
meeting. Commissioner-elect Stockwell 
had not qualified, and Mayor Rowan 
was out of town. Commissioner Bosby- 
shell presided. 

On a favorable report of the chief. 
the application of Emil Waldeck, for 
the transfer of the saloon license at No. 
233 East First street, from George W. 
Drake, was granted. 

* The application of Charles Bogart, for 
a saloon license at No. 233 East First 
street, was denied. 

The chief reportei that he had sus- 
pended Officer Sam Dugan to await 
the action of the commission, on ac- 
count of a violation of the rule of the 
department in reference to intoxication. 
The chief stated that the officer had 
appeared to be very sorry on account 
of what had happened, and had stated 
that he was not feeling well, and had 
injudiciously. taken a small quantity 
of “rum and gum’’ as medicine. For 
@ short time he was drowsy, and un- 
fitted for duty. The chief further 
stated that, although Officer Dugan had 


. been guilty of a similar offense once 


ore, it was two or three years ago, 
and was when he was off duty. He 
paid a high compliment to the gen- 
eral faithfulness and praiseworthy work 
of the officer. 

There was some difference of opin- 
ion among the commissioners as to 
what. should .be done in the matter. 
Commissioner Bosbyshell was in favor 
of severe measures. He said it was a 
ferious thing, and should be dealt with 
accordingly. Commissioner Weldon 
was inclined to be lenient, urging that 
the officer had a family, while Commis- 
sioner Bradish urged a medium course. 
It was finally decided to fine the officer 
$25, without suspending him. 

A petition from Walter Nicholson 
for a withdrawal of his license for 
the saloon at No. 300 North Alameda 
street was granted. An application 
from Joe Manning, for a license at the 
same place, was referred to the chief. 

An application from Spennetti Bros. 


~ for a transfer of the saloon license 


at No. 416 North Main street, from O. 
H. Keifer, was referred to the chief. 

An application from T. A. Jones, for 
@ transfer of the license at No. 228 
South Spring street, from Robert Cur- 
ran, and an application from Robert 
Curran, for a license at No. 201 West 
Second street, were both granted. 

The petition from E. L. Lewis and 
others, asking for additional police pro- 
tection in the neighborhood of Temple 
street and Beaudry aventie, as re- 
ferred to Councilman Innes at the last 
meeting of the board, was returned 
by that official, with the information 
that he had no report to make, and 
the board to use its own 
judgdent tm the matter. 

A petition from John G. Downey and 
a large number of others stated that 
it was understood that an attempt had 
been made to secure the removal of 
Officer Shannon, who was stationed at 
the Temple-street crossing. The peti- 
tioners wished to state that they be- 
lieved the attempt at .such removal 
had been made by one whom Shannon 
arrested for fast driving, and who was 
soon thereafter convicted of that of- 
fence in the Police Court. They be- 
lieved that instead of being removed 
the officer should be commended for 
doing his duty. The petition was filed. 

Applications from . W. Hudson, 
George McPhaul and James W. Bell 
for positions on the force were filed. 

Action in the matter of the complaint 
of J. M. Wickersham against Garcia 
Bros., at Chicago and First streets, for 
selling liquor to minors was deferred 
one week. 

On motion of Commissioner Bradish 
it was decided that the time for the 
new rules for the government of sa- 
loons to go into effect should be 
changed from October 1 to November 
1, and that the printed rules should 
have underneath'them the words ‘“‘By 
order of the. Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, W. W. Robinson, Clerk.” 

A letter was read which had been 
received by the chief from a resident 
of the city, stating that he desired a 
position as watchman for the crossing 
at First and Main streets, and would 
give all of his wages over $50 per 
month for the first five months. Tne 
communication was ordered consigned 
to the waste basket. 


KILLED THE CHILD. 


The Chinese Doctor's Medicine Was Toe 
Powertul. 

Coroner Cates held an inquest yes- 
terday morning on the body. of the 
child of Frank Lopez, on Alpine street. 


. The jury rendered a verdict that the 


child came to its death “‘by the use of 

too powerful a medicine, administered 

by unskilled hands and advice in the 

person of Tom She Bin, and we fur- 

ther find from the testimony that Tom 

ree Bin has no right to enétian med- 
ne,”’ 

The Chinese physician referred to 
Was examined at length at the in- 
quest, which resulted in the verdict 
given above. Although steps were 
taken in that direction the alleged 
doctor was not arrested yesterday. 

He had not registered at the City 
Health office, as required by ordin- 
ance, the penalty.for the violation of 
which is a fine of $100, or imprison- 
ment for fifty days, or both. 

After consulting the City Attorney 
in reference to the matter, it was 
deemed advisable to proceed under the 
State law, which requires that prac- 
ticing physicians must hold certificates 
showing them to have passed an ex- 
amination under the direction of one 
of the three medical societies known 
as the medical, eclectic and homoeo- 
pathic. For a violation of this law the 
penalty is a fine ranging from $50 to 
$500, or imprisonment ranging from 
one month to one year, or both.

Silkwood and W. Wood Will Pace Today 
Without Fail—The Prospective Win- 
ner—A Tame Bicycle Race— 

The Summary. 


The’ track out at Agricultural Park 
was alive with interest yesterday 
afternoon, aroused over the varied and 
spirited events on the second day’s 
programme of the races. 

Besides the trotting and running 
contests there was a balloon ascension 
and a five-mile bicycle handicap race, 
which helped to vary any possible 
monotony. 

The attendance was much larger, 
also, than it had been on the previous 
afternoon, and the pool-sellers did a 
rushing business. 

The race- of the day was the post- 
poned event left over from Monday— 
the stallion trot, 2:20 class, -best three 
out of five, for a purse of $1000. As 
predicted in The Times on Monday, 
Challenger Chief wun the race. The 
betting was with odds in his favor, 
Gossiper being put in the field. The 
full five heats were run out before the 
event was decided, however, Gossiper 
taking the first and third heats and 
coming in second on the intervening 
heat. 

On a straight trot, providing Gossi- 
per could hoid his legs, it was con- 

. ceded that the two horses would come 
very close to a tie. Gossiper’s former 
record is 2:15%, and yesterday’ he 
lowered this to 2:14%, but was even 
then bested by the- Portland stallion, 
who is thought to be able to make 
2:14, on a push, and is thoroughly 
steady on his feet. 

The opening heat was taken s0 
easily yesterday by Gossiper that at 
first the Chief’s friends began to look 
rather dubious, and the sale of pools 
in favor of the latter was rather slow. 


The second heat Chief took, the third | 


Gossiper, and the fourth and fifth went 
straight to the former. 

The grand stand and grounds will be 
filled with a great crowd today, as the 
frhe-for-all pace, between Silkwood, 
Our Dick, W. Wood, and others, will 
surely come off. Encouraging reports 
of Silkwood’s improved condition have 
gained general credence among the 
sporting men, and the patronizers of 
the pool-box will stand ready today to 
back the Orange county favorite, even 
against the pace of W. Wood, who won 
at Santa Ana last week. Wood is set 
down as the favorite in the first heat, 
and Silkwood as the winner of the 
race, with Our Dick third choice. The 
prophecy is that Wood will be put in 
the field after the initial mile is paced 
off. 

FINISHED THE TROT. 

The track at 12:45 yesterday, when 
the final heat was called in the un- 
finished 3:00 trotting race, as the first 
for the afternoon,/ was heavy. It had 
just beén sprinkled,’ and the sticky 
mud clung to the pneumatics with a 
tenacity that made the speed very 
slow. Regina and Lompoc were the 
only horses left to trot in this heat, 
which was Regina’s from the start. 
At a quarter of the way around the 
daughter of Electioneer began to pull 
away from Lompoc, and when half 
the distance was covered at least three 
lengths separated the trotters. As the 
three-quarter post was passed Lom- 

began to draw up, and on the 
stretch his head was on a line with 
the tail of the leading horse. In this 
way the finish was made. The time 
was 2:24%, and the judges declared 
Regina winner of the race and first 
money; Lompoc second. 

* THE BICYCLE RACE. 

Compared with the events in which 
the horses figured the five-mile handi- 
cap bicycle race was very tame. IL. 
W. Fox, Carson Shoemaker, H. E. Me- 

' Crea, J. J. Long, J. W. Cowan, Macy 
Thompson, H. B. Cromwell, W. K. and 
Cc. A. Cowan and W. A. Burke started, 
Fox being on the scratch, with Shoe- 
maker. J. J. Long and Macy Thomp- 
s0n were allowed the heaviest handi- 
cap that being 440 yards. It was 
plainly Fox’s race from the first, but 
that rider did not make place, although 
he did best time. The first three miles 
were covered quickly, the men main- 
taining their relative positions very 
well. Fox then closed up the distance 
between himself and the first starters 
with ease as the final circles were made.

THE EXHIBITS IN PLACE. 


General Good Order in the Pavilion and Out— 
‘*The Balloon is Up.’’ 

The second day of the industrial ex- 
hibition found the scene of intense ac- 
tivity transferred from the secretary’s 
window, where he was at home all 
day Monday, and distributed generally 
among the animal pens and the horti- 
cultural, agricultural and industrial ex- 
hibits. Tuesday morning fcund a ma:- 
jority of the exhibits in place, and or- 
der pretty generally established in the 
pavilion and throughout the-grounds. | 

In the forenoon there was nothing to 
divide attention with what the farmers, 
gardeners and business people of Los 
Angeles county had —— on display, 
and the attendants, largely increased 
over those of the day before, examined 
the great variety of ‘products and 
manufactures with marked interest. 
Among the people who passed to and 
fro there was quite a sprinkling from 
the advance guard of the coming army 
of tourists, and their exclamations of 
pleasure and surprise at what they saw 
mingled with the general approbation. 

The floor space of the pavilion,. in- 
cluding that of the gallery, is prac- 
tically all taken. Upon one or two of 
the tables there is yet room for be- 
lated exhibits, but the amount is an 
inconsequential fraction in. compari- 
son with what is already packed full. 
There was a notable increase in ranch 
products on Tuesday over what was al- 
ready arranged the day before. In all 
departments of the outside display a 
similar increase was to be noted. 

The leading general feature of Tues- 
day’s programme, outside of the races, 
was the balloon ascension. This was 
nct unattended by minor annoyances, 
but the aeronaut escaped accident. As 
the great bag filled it proved very un- 
wieldy in the breeze blowing at the 
time, and some little time before it was 
ready for its flight the guy ropes from 
its top broke. This left its control 
wholly to those clinging to the bottom, 
and allowed it, too, in starting, to fol- 
low the direction of the wind instead of 
rising nearly straight into the air. 
William Roundtree was the airship’s 
passenger, and followed its fortunes, 
although when fairly afloat it was dis- 
covered that the four guy ropes by 
which his cage was attached nad been 
burned while the balloon was filling, 
and two of them almost immediately 
gave way, The other two held, how- 
ever, until, after 2 short flight about 
one thousand five hundred feet up. 
and outside of the grounds, the bag 
came down. The other ropes gave way 
when the began to drag, and the 
balloon, ising again without § any 
weight attached, turned completely 
over and belched coal oil smoke, with 
which it was largely filled, until it 
collapsed and fell harmlessly to the 
ground. 

Another ascension is on the  pro- 
gramme for Friday afternoon. 

At 10 o’clock this (Wednesday). morn- 
ing, begins the display of live stock on 
the track, and the award of premiums. 
There are. notably more animals in all 
departments than on the first day, and 
the showing will be a creditable one. 
This will be the first of premium 
awards, and will be followed from day 
to day in other departments. 


WHAT IS TO BE SEEN, 


Walks and Talks Among the Exhibits — 
Jottings and Side Notes. 

Among the interesting exhibits with- 
in the pavilion, not more for what it 
specifically comprises than for its 
promise of the future development of 
an important industry, is the display 
of olive products from the Howland 
murseries of Pomona, The exhibits 
includ’: olives in various| stages of 
maturity, as they are pickled for table 
use, but the more interesting display 
is that of the olive oil manufactured 
by Howland Bros. It lacks nothing in 
color of ranking with the best-of its 
kind, while tests have shown its qual- 
ity to be very superior. | 

‘We made about five hundred gal- 
lons of oil last winter,’’ said Mr. Cald- 
well, who is in charge of the exhibit, 
‘and we could have disposed of ten 
times as much, could we have pro- 
duced it. We have prepared for: a 
much larger product this year, but 
may not make it on account of the 
short crop. We rely mostly on the 
Mission olives, and this is an off year 
for Missions.’’

A pretty rich com- 
bination, it makes, for the arid region 
whence it came. 

At another table there is a very e¢om- 
plete display from Burbank, including 
almost every staple of garden and 
field. This assortment, too, is unirri- 
gated product. No State but Califor- 
nia could equal it for size of the 
specimens or variety of them. They 
demonstrate very clearly the product- 
ive capacity of the soil in the San 
Fernando’ Valley. 

N. C. Wilson makes a very credit- 
able showing of honey and wax from 
his San Fernando ranch. Some neat 
art work has ben done in the wax, 
several figures having been molded 
from it, and a particularly neat spray 
of leaves and flowers has also been 
fashioned from it. The display is 
complete as to various forms of comb 
and extracted honey, than which 
clearer, or sweeter, can be . produced 
nowhere. There is also a large comb, 
glass-inclosed, illustrating by the life 
within, the ceaseless motions of the 
busy bees. 

A pair of fox-terrier pups have found 
place in the poultry-house. 

RANDOM SHOTS. 


The muscovy ducks in the poultry 

display are among the most novel 
birds in the building. The larger fowl 
is frequently mistaken for a member 
the goose family. 
One of the brooders in the pavilion 
responds to the plaintive chirp of a 
dozen chicks which have never known 
the care of any mother other than the 
mechanical contrivance they now in- 
habit. 

It is passing strange that so many 
men who declare most loudly that they 
must attend the fair in order to study 
the agricultural resources of the 
county, are found hanging farthest 
over the fence in front of the grand 
stand when the first race is called— 
and continue to hang thus to the end 
of the chapter. 

It is peculiar to notice that the 
straightest tips on the races so univer- 
sally tip the judgment the wrong way. 
Goodly displays of organs, pianos and 
sewing machines are now on hand. 

A number of water-lifting devices 
have been set-in motion. 

The fellow who has figured out a 
“dead winner’ device for beating the 
wheel of fortune game is on hand, as 
usual—is, in short, quite numerous. 
The wheel is still turning, however. 
The pavilion porch is a very good 
substitute for the grand stand, or a 
vantage point from which to see the 
races.

TUCSON, Oct. 13.—Through a falling 
out between two big concerns, work- 
ingmen are having a disagreeable time 
of it. The San Francisco Bridge Com- 
pany, which has the contract with the 
South Gila Canal Company for the con. 
struction of the big dam on the Gila, 
Suspended operations a few days ago. 
There are from seventy-five to one hun- 
dred men idle, nearly all penniless, . 
through not being able to get the 
wages due*them, and many are insuffi- 
ciently fed. The laborers who surren- 
dered their time checks to the com- 
pany’s representatives and signed agree- 
ments allowing discounts for collections 
and attorney's fees are being fed 
the company’s expense. The others are 
rustling. It is understood that the San 
Francisco Bridge Company had rather 
the better of the contract with the ca- 
fnal company, and the latter is willing 
that the former should withdraw. 

The immigration of the tramps from 
California will be remembered by some 
Ariz. na Chinese. The hobos all have to 
say for themselves that in California 
they could have done something in the 
way of picking fruit, had the work not 
been done to a great extent by Chinese. 
it was evide.ily with this sentiment 
that twenty-one one of them a few 
days ago dropped into Mr. Lee's res- 
taurant at Yuma.

Such a result will greatly increase the 
output of copper at Clifton, and the 
Detroit Copper Company will erect a 
similar plant at Morenci when success 
has been demonstrated by the Arizona 
company. 


MINERAL BEAUTIES: 
Says the Scientific American: The 
display made by Arizona at _ the 


World’s Fair is unsurpassed for beauty. 
The specimens of petrified wood from 
Apache county are not ffiner’ than 
those Tiffany has, but the great frag- 
ments of trunks reassure one about 
the vast extent of the forest changed 
into this gorgeous mass of. color, 
which no artist can approach in mo- 
saic. There are very interesting crys- 
tals, red and yellow, of sulphur. and 
arsenic, formed in the process of roast- 
ing ore. One cubican mass of azurite 
weighs 5695 pounds, and assays 35 per 
cent. of copper. The chrystals of both 
azurite and malachite are magnificent. 
Many of them are drusy, and the ef- 
fect is that of the richest velvet. Such 
specimens are too beautiful to be re- 
duced for the metal. Let us hope that 
the sight of the table tops of mala- 
chite shown in the Russian section of 
the Liberal Arts building may induce 
some one in this country to utilize 
some of the Arizona deposits in this 
way. They should be cut instead of 
melted. 
THEY LIFTED POULTRY. 

A Phoenix man and his wife have 
been supplying the hotels and restau- 
rants in Phoenix with turkeys and 
fresh pork from the coops and pens 
of the adjacent farms. They had a 
small wagon with one small horse at- 
tached, and driving about the valley 
in daylight the ‘man would shoot the 
turkeys. Throwing them into his 
wagon he would take them home, 
where they were dressed for market. 
When captured 'the pair had fourteen 
fine, fat gobblers hanging up in the 
house ready for delivery.

In Which a Jury Must 
Bring in a Verdict. 


A Supreme Court Decision Con- 
taining This Dictum. 


A Suit for Back Rents of a Valuable 
._ Piece of Property. 


Trouble Over a Gasoline Engine Which, It is 
Claimed, Does Not Come Up to the 
Agreed Standard—Court 

Notes. 


The Supreme Court was not in ses- 
sion yesterday, but handed down an 
opinion in the case of the People, re- 
#pondents, vs. Green, appellant. This 
is a San Francisco case, in which the 
defendant was tried upon an infor- 
mation, charging him with embezzle- 
ment, The jury were unable to agree 
upon @ verdict, and, after six hours’ 
deliberation, were discharged. When 
the case came up for trial again the 
defendant interposed the pleas of for- 
mer jeopardy and former acquittal and 
esked for a discharge on these grounds. 
The motion was denied, whereupon an 
appeal was taken. 

Cne of the points advanced by the 
defendant, in his appeal, is the fact 
that the jury waa only out six hours, 
and that this shortness of time was 
evidence that the court then § dis- 
charged them because a verdict of 
guilty was not possible. The Supreme 
Court, in its decision, does not elabo- 
rate this point, but simply lays down 
the dictum that the Superior Courts 
have no fixed time in which a jury 
must bring in a verdict. The pleas of 
former jeopardy and former acquittal 
are not touched upon as material points, 
and the judgment and order of the 
lower court is confirmed.

GROWING ALPALFA. 


Recent Developments of Water for This Pur- 
at Lancaster. 

Apropos of irrigation, .interest in 
which was greatly stimulated by the 
recent congress, there are numerous ex- 

iments already going forward in the 
agricultural fields of Los Angeles 
county, which represent resylts that 
may be profitably studied by those in- 
terested in the all-engrossing subject. 
Among these 4is that of Mesers.L. 8. 
Amsden and J. Howard Russell, of 
Pasadena, in the Lancaster district. 

These gentlemen have located a 
ranch of something like a thousand 
acres, about eight miles northeast of 
‘Lancaster, near Dry Lake. They be- 
gan their development in May of the 
present year, planning to put nearly, 
or all of the land, under alfalfa as 
rapidly as they could provide the wa- 
ter for it. The land was covered with 
sage brush, but comprises a darkish 
loam, neither sand nor. adobe. The 
sub-formation, as developed in their 
well, is: First, ten feet of soil, then 
nine feet of water-bearing sand; be- 
low this, sixteen feet of heavy clay, 
and yet below this sand, very prolific 
of water. 

Boring into this lower sand stratum, 
after securing a moderate supply of 
water above it, they secured such a 
flow as filled the well to within four 
feet of the surface, and out of which 
they are now pumping the equivalent 
of twenty inches of water. 

There is wind-power for all prac- 
tical purposes in that region, from the 
middle of February to the middle of 
September, but not trusting to this 
alone, Amsden & Russell have put in 
a& gas engine of 4-horse power, which 
lifts enough water to irrigate forty 
acres of land. This amount they now 
have in shape for cultivation, with 
ten acres already growing. Along 
with their water developments, they 
have experimented with different 
methods and times of putting in the 
alfalfa, and have secured a splendid 
stand, that sown with wheat having 
done rather better than that sown oth- 
erwise. 

The total cost of running the engine 
for pumping the present supply of 
water does not exceed $1 per day. The 
land has a fall of sixteen feet to the 
mile to the north, and eight feet to 
the east, is smooth, and consequently 
easily put under irrigation. Alfalfa 
is successfully grown in the Lancaster 
district, as much as twelve to fourteen 
tons being taken from an acre of well- 
watered land.
